ANDREWS VILLA BURNED 


The handsome and costly residence 


on Maple avenue, built many years 
ago by the late Frank W. Andrews, 
was totally destroyed by fire on Mon- 
day evening, in spite of the efforts of 
the Newport Fire Department and the 
Training Station Department to stay 
the work of the flames. The blaze 
was a spectacular one and drew hun- 
dreds of people to the scene, many of 
whom became pretty well mired be- 
fore they returned to their homes. 
The building had not been occupied 
for a number of years and the cause 
of the fire is a mystery. 


About ten o'clock Monday evening 


a brilliant blaze was seen in the north- 
west and after the sky had been il- 
luminated for some time a still was 
sounded on the Newport fire alarm, 
calling a portion of the department 
to the scene. Within a few minutes 
box 72 on the Training Station sys- 
tem was pulled, giving rise to the 
report lhat the buildings on the Cod- 
dington Point extension were 
in 


flames. This drew a crowd, and in" a 
short time the roads were full of au- 
tomobiles and pedestrians hurrying 
out into the country. 


Some of the Newport fire apparatus 


turned through Beacon street and 
Combination 1 was mired in a vacant 
lot while trying to get to th& house. 
This really made no difference in the 
general result, as the fire wasvtoo far 
advanced lo make any effective fight 
at that time, especially with no water 
available at a reasonable distance. The 
Training Station department came in 
the other way, and after their offer of 
services had been accepted, proceeded 
to lay a long line of hose to a hy- 
drant on the Hanan property and 
finally pumped water on the flames, 
helping to keep down the sparks. Had

LARGE REGISTRATION 


The registration books at the City 


Hall closed on Wednesday evening, 
June 30, with the largest number of 
registrants ever recorded. 
Approx- 


imately 2000 men and 4000 women 
enrolled to vote at the elections to be 
held in the fall, which is far in excess 
of anything heretofore recorded. This 
is the first year that v/omen have been 
allowed to register, so there is nothing- 
with which to compare the figures, but 
it is generally felt that the efforts of 
the women were wholly satisfactory, 


The rush at the City Hall on the 


last days was something terrific. The 
office of the board of canvassers and 
registration in the basement of the 
building was completely swamped on 
Tuesday evening, both men and wo- 
men being registered in the one room. 
The congestion was so great that it 
was necessary to send the registrants 
out through a window on to the City 
Hall lawn as it was impossible for 
them to work their way back through 
the entrance. 


On Wednesday evening, the last 


date for registering, the men were 
taken upstairs, and the women in the 
basement, so that the congestion was 
relieved very materially. 
Even so, 


there was a great crush and it was 
about eleven o'clock before the last 
name was on the books. An attempt 
was made to close the o-nce at 9 
o'clock, which was the advertised hour, 
but so many were then waiting that it 
was decided to keep open for a time 
longer and everyone who wished was 
given a chance to sign the books. 


The board of registration and can- 


vassers now have the job of arrang- 
ing the names into the various wards 
where they are entitled to vote, and of 
fixing up the voting lists for the first 
canvass. 
There will be a considera- 


ble task, because of the large number 
of new names to be handled. The 
voting lists will be larger than, ever 
this year, and there will have to be 
entirely separate lists for the women. 
The women will also have separate 
ballots and their votes will be tallied 
and returned entirely separate from 
those of the men. 


The largely increased registration is 


mostly due to the interest in the Prcs- 
dential election in the fall. 


There was an immense crowd of 


people at the Beach last. Sunday, as 
the day was warm.and clear, and par- 
ticularly appealing to the vast throngs 
in the large cities who wanted a day's 
outing. 
Automobiles came in over 


the road in large numbers during the 
day, and practically all the available 
parking space on the road back of the 
Beach was occupied. It seemed like a 
hot Sunday in' 
mid-summer, and if 


the popularity of the Beach increases 
in the same ratio during the season 
the congestion on the roads will be 
terrific. This week-end should also 
see a large number of visitors here if 
the weatheMs favorable, because of 
the fact 't)y!t Monday .will be a holi- 
day.

A 
party that sees the situation with 
such clearness, can be depended upon 
to apply every useful remedy.

Possibly people talked politics in 


liosc days because there were not so 
»ny other things to think about. But 
anyway they became intelligent on 
•ublic affairs and would usually act 
ivith some judgment. 


Today, with athletic spo>Is, business 
roblcms, movie shows, plays, and all 
cimls of entertainments, and social 
activities of many kinds, to take up 


ttention, a multitude of people con- 


eider politics only in a very cursory 
way. They line up with the type of 
people with whom they feel most sym- 
jathetic, and vote with them on dec- 
ion day. But they could not give any 
irdcred reason for their choice. 


In order to secure good government 


and efficient business administration, 
the people must take an interest in 
political developments, and give a 
lot of attention to thc subject. If the 
stockholders of a corporation never 
read the reports of the managers, and 
never do anything but elect executive 
officers once a year, their business 
is likely to go to pot. 


The people arc the stockholders in 


their government. Politics is the storj 
of what their managers arc doing for 
their interests. The people must ex- 
amine thc kind of service they are 
getting, and must think, read, study 
and compare views on iVc results at' 
tained. It is useless to hope for gooi 
government unless thc people are giv 
ing personal attention to political dc 
vclopmcnts.

Thc old economic theory was that 


the law of supply and demand insured 
reasonable prices. If sellers charged 
too high, more people went into the 
business, and increased thc supply, 
and prices went down automatically.

5t is the only permanent method 
for reducing-the cost of living. But 
rliany trade customs have arisen that 
seriously obstruct the working of this 
economic law. 


The time came when producers and 


dealers began to sssociate themselves 
in big combines and trusts that could 
artificially limit supply, or otherwise 
keep prices at an abnormal figure. As 
the result, many articles like sugar 
have been selling for from three to 
five times as much as'formerly. Thc 
people of Newport feel these burdens 
keenly and they demand relief. 


It used to be the prevailing senti-

When it was lenrncd several 
months ago that thc War Department 
was holding olT the market stores of 
surplus fi)0<l, valued at $100,000,000, 
thc Secretary ot Wnr was requested 
by Congress to sell it to thc people. 
Investigation by the Select Committee 
on Expenditures in the Wnr Depart- 
ment; of which Representative Will- 
iam J. Graham is chairman, revealed 
that thc War Department had agreed 
with packers and cnnners not to put 
this food on the market.

method was used to dispose of it so 
that it should not be sold to the peo- 
ple," stated Representative.

The relative cfllclency of plows of 


different sizes, the value of the tractor 
compared with horses, tho saving ef- 
fected by corn binders, hay loaders, 
and numerous other Implements, and 
other fads bearing on farm manage- 
ment arc dlscussiM by specialists of 
the olllco of farm management, In a 
bulletin recently Issued. The publica- 
tion discusses In detail the standard 
day's work In central Illinois; tlmt Is, 
the amount of work that the GOO farm- 
ers Included In the Investigation ordi- 
narily do In that part of the work day 
devoted to a given fnrm operation, 
such as the number of acres plowed 
with a given equipment. In some In- 
stances tho rate of work Is given 
tho bulletin In number of minutes per 
load, ns In landing and unloading hay, 
ir hauling and spreading manure. 


From the figures published one mny 


get a good Idea of the rate nt which 
different fnrm operations are done In 
tho parts of the corn belt In question. 
For eiample, It Is shown that one man 
does from 70 to SO per cent more with 
tho 2S-lnch horse-drawn gang plow 
than with the one-bottom Ifl-lnch plow. 


Figures are given for spring and fall 


plowing, harrowing, planting, cultivat- 
ing, harvesting, husking, seeding, uu- 
loadlng ear corn, unloading oats, load- 
ing and unloading hny, nnd hauling 
and spreading manure. The bulletin 
Ib entitled "Tho Standard Day's Work 
In Central Illinois." 
Copies mny be 


had by addressing the United Stnteb 
department of agriculture, Washing

Tho farms represented by this In 


quiry are 
fairly 
typical 
of thosi 


throughout the middle western states 
since the average crop area Is 107.' 
acres and an average^of 32.1 acres li 
never planted to crops. Corn Is thi 
principal product, nt least one-half o 
the crop area being devoted to It, am 
the oat crop Is second in Importance 
The ground cultivated In most in 
stances Is level, nnd so represents eas- 
ier working conditions than rolling oft 
nigged country. 


The average time spent In the field 


exclusive of the time used In gain 
to nnd returning from the field, a 
morning, noon, and night. Is reported 
by these men as ten hours nnd tc 
minutes per day devoted to sprln 
field work nnd com cultivation; nln 
hours and 65 minutes for haying an 
grain harvesting; nine hours and 
minutes for fall plowing and prepnrln 
ground; nnd nine, hours and 20 min 
utes for corn harvest. 


Important Facts Emphasized. 


Among the significant facts brough 


out by this Inquiry may be mentlonec 
the following: 


Dnder conditions where the use of 


two-row corn cultivator is practicabl 
this machine enables one man on thes 
farms to cover nearly twice as muc 
groundptrdnyns with a one-row cult 
vator. 
Threa horses are most cor 


monly nsed on the two-row culttvati 
and the addition of a fourth horse a 
parently Increases hut little i'>e nmoun 
of ground covered per dny. 


These farmers find that the use of 
corn binder Increases, the efficiency 


of man labor 50 per cent over that 
achieved when cutting and shocking by 
hand. 


Eighty bushels was an average day's 


work on these farms for one man when 
husking corn from the standing stalk 
by hand. 


The use of a portable elevator re- 


duces the time required to unload grain 
Into the bin by about T5 per cent 


The use of a hay loader reduces by 


about 23 per cent the time required to 
put on a load of hay.. The amount of 
labor required for unloading Into the 
mow Is only a' little more than half 
as great when & hayfork Is used as 
when the work Is doce by hand. 


The men In this territory who use 


manure spreaders nan! and spread a 
given amount of manure in less than 
half the time required by men who 
ban] In wagons and spread by hand. 


A large majority of the m«n report- 


tog broadcast their small grain, nslng 
endgate 
seeders 
attached 
to 
the 


box of an ordinary wagon. Only abont 
25 per cent of the farmers reporting 
own grain drills.

For the comparatively 
ew farmers using 1-J-lncli sulky plows; 
Ith three horses In spring, plowing 
jout three acres Is an average day's 
ork. While theoretically Hie 10-Inch 
low should cover about 15 per cent 
nore ground 'In the snmo length of 
me, this apparently has not been 
ound true in practice. 


Four-Horse Teams Preferred. 


Tho greater number of four-horsa, 


earns nnd oven some five-horse teams 
n 14-Inch sulky plows for fall plow- 
:ig la accounted for by the fact that 
ilowlng in the fall Is usually about ono 
nch deeper than In tha spring, and 
Iso by tho fact that the ground IE gen- 
rally dry and hard to turn. On an 
.verage, outfits of the same size cover 
.bout n half acre less per day In the 
nil thnu In tho spring, due not only 
o the more difficult conditions men- 
loned above, but also to the fact that 
be time spent In the field Is about two- 
hlrds of un hour less per day In the 
'all. . 
i 


As is the case In spring plowing, the 


14-Inch plow seems to cover practi- 
cally as much ground per day ns the 
IG-lnch size, provided both are drawn 
>y the same number of horses. Tho 
addition of the fourth horse increases 
the efficiency of the unit by about 10 
lor cent and the addition of the fifth 
liorse to the 10-Inch plow results In 
\ similar Increase. Excepting under 
favorable conditions, n sulky plow- 
seems to he somewhat of an overload 
for three horses of the size and typa 
used on these farms. 


Many Gang Plows Used. 


Over 450 men reported using horse- 


drawn gang plows on their farms. 
About SO per cdnt of these plows have- 
14-Inch liottoms. Most of the remain- 
ing plows have 12-Inch bottoms. Some 
plows with 13-Inch bottoms were re- 
ported, but the number was so small, 
tlmt no figures on tlielr performance 
arc given. Over three-fourths of the 
men who use gang plows nlso reported 
the use of sulky plows. 


A comparison of an average clay's 


work- for 16-Inch sulky plows find 28- 
Inch gang plows shows that so far aa 
horse labor Is concerned the gang plow 
drawn by four horses Is the most efii- 
clent nntt In both spring nnd fall. In 
tho spring this outfit covers one nnd a 
quarter acres per (lay per horse, while 
both the sulky plow drawn by three 
horses nnd the gang plow drawn by five- 
horses cover one acre per dny per 
horse. Tlie gang plow drawn by sir 
horses covers hut nine-tenths of an 
acre per horse. 


In the fell four horses with the gang- 


plow cover 1.02 acres per horse, while 
three horses on the sulky plow and 
five horses on the gang plow cover .SO* 
acre and .91 acre per horse, respec- 
tively. Four horses on the snlky plow" 
and six horses on the gang plow cover 
.72 and .78 acre per horse, respectively. 
However, the gang Is- evidently a 
heavy load for four horses In the fall, 
excepting under favorable conditions.

NEWPORT 


1800-1850 


(A paper read before the Unity 


Club, Newport, R. I., by Henry E. Tur- 
ner, M. D, March 23, 1897). 


About the same time as the-whaling 


of Newport collapsed from various 
causes, prominent among which, prob- 
ably, the chief was, the discovery of 
the much cheaper and more desira- 
ble illuminants afforded by the petro- 
leum products. Tho sperm whale in- 
dustry, probably from like causes, 
rapidly fell off in New Bedford and 
Pawtucket, and is now in "the sere 
and yellow leaf," and comparatively 
of little significance. 


No larger commercial ventures were 


entered -Into after the collapse of the 
whaling enterprise, and about that 
time Newport began to look forward 
in the direction of what seems to be 
the "decree of Fate," viz: the conse- 
cration on the part of the community 
to the 'duty of furnishing a pleasure 
resort for people of liberal means of 
the larger cities of the continent, for 
the summer season. 
i 


Contemporaneously with the acces- 


sion of Mr. Crandall with his ship- 
building enterprise, and his associa- 
tion in that vocation and the simul- 
taneous falling off in the prosecution 
of foreign commerce, and its iroplace- 
rnent in a certain degree by the whal- 
ing business, other changes occurred, 
especially interesting and important 
in the study of the history of New- 
port in this century, the most salient 
of which changes and the one which 
engraves itself most sharply on the 
memory of those whose imagination 
reverts to the early days of it, is 
this: 


Whereas, in 1800 and somewhat 


later the population of Newport was 
homogeneous; that is to say, a very 
large proportion of the inhabitants 
were descended from the original set- 
tlers of Rhode Island, and practically 
all were, with few exceptions, Yan- 
kees, or in other words, of English 
descent, and had, from generation to 
generation, inherited the homesteads 
and in very many cases the callings 
of their progenitors. Newport since 
the Revolution had offered no great 
inducements to immigration; on the 
"contrary, her energetic and enterpris- 


ing youth were constantly tempted 
by the greater activity of other places 
to seek more inviting fields for. the 
exercise of their talents and capaci- 
ties, and we accordingly" find branch- 
es'of old Newport families scattered 
throughout the continent. 


Until after 1820 very few Irishmen 


had_appeared in Newport, their acr 
cession in any considerable force dat- 
ing from the commencement of work 
at Tort Adams. 
Shortly after that 


time the first colony of that national- 
ity in my recollection occupied a vil- 
lage of temporary dwellings of a very 
primitive character among the rocky 
hills west of Brenton's Cove, on the 
governemnt's lands, a fow living in 
towny and going to the Fort" every 
week-day morning in row-boats. 


About the same time that so large , 


an amount of capital was diverted 
from its old and time-honored chan- 
nels by'the more flattering prospects 
presented by the whale fishery, or sup- 
posed to be the new industry, then 
just beginning to foreshow the wonder- 
ful prosperity which has since materi- 
alized in the northern parts.of the 
State, combined with the circumstance 
that the then recent application of 
steam had apparently obviated the ne- 
cessity of water power, as a factor in 
the.production of cotton or other tex- 
tile' fabrics, induced the merchants of 
Newport to make largo investments in 
the experiment of building mills for 
that purpose, which were of course 
dependent on steam for motive power. 
The first movement in this direction, if 
my recollection is accurate, was the 
building of a small wooden mill by 
Sullivan Randolph, Esrj.; on the north 
side of Poplar street, directly cast of 
where the railroad now runs and 
which was many years ago burned by 
a fire kindled by sparks from a lo- 
comotive. This mill, after being run 
for a time by Mr. Randolph, was rent- 
ed by Mr. Samuel Rodman of South 
Kingstown, for the spinning of yarns 
for use in the weaving department of 
the woolen mills on the wharf now 
Brown & Howard's coal wharf. The 
building on this wharf, originally 
Ruggles* 
distillery, was 
converted 


into a factory by Samuel Harris, at 
the commencement of this movement 
It afterwards became the property 


ing the character of the population 
from the remarkable homogeneity to 
which I have alluded to the equally 
noticeable cosmopolitanism by which 
it is now distinguished.
